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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The examiner considered the Applicant's Amendment filed on 10-29-2007 and 
after updated search, no other prior art of record has taught that which was presented in 
the amended claims. 

3. Therefore, claims 21-38 are allowable. 

4. Independent claims 21, 29, and 32, when considered as a whole, are allowable 
over the prior art of record (Pond et al., Patent #5,886,690, hereinafter Pond, Bergstedt, 
Patent #6,750,886, and Schilit et al., Patent #5,627,980, hereinafter Schilit). 

5. Pond teaches, in column 5, lines 22-40, column 6, lines 3-10, in column 7, lines 
21-28, and figures 2 and 5, a control unit for inputting commands to display a sub-list 
having a predetermined number of channels (files) with associated programs (files), 
from the set of all channels (files), the sub-list created from downloading, to memory 
storage hardware, a list of available channels (number for files) and associated 
programs (files) from an appropriate source; in column 3, lines 50-58 and figure 1, the 
use of a display unit to show the lists; in column 5, lines 22-40, a creating of the pages 
from the list of all channels, with all corresponding programs, and the ability to navigate 
through the different pages, each comprising a different set of elements. 

Pond is supplemented by Bergstedt who further teaches an electronic program 
guide using paging functions to move one page of items at a time through a list (see 
column 1, lines 18-49), similar to that of Pond, but further teaches an embodiment 
where the paged content is a list of files (see column 1 , lines 18-36). Furthermore, 
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Bergstedt teaches paging of items in both an electronic program guide, as in Pond, and 
also in a group of files (see column 1, lines 18-24 and lines 36-46). 

Pond and Bergstedt are further supplemented by Schilit who further teaches, a 
system for traversing a large list of files by viewing them in groups (see column 2, lines 
5-32), similar to that of Pond and Bergstedt, but further teaches dividing the ordered set 
into multiple ordered subsets and designating one member of each subset as 
designated "bracket member" (representative member), and displaying the plurality of 
bracket members to the user for further traversal (see column 2, lines 1 0-32, column 1 , 
lines 16-50, and figures 1 and 2). 

6. However, specifically the prior art of record fails to clearly teach or support the 
limitations of grouping of files from a successive list, and selecting one file from each 
said grouping to form a sub-list, which can be traversed to other sublists either through 
[a] : changing a predetermined one of he currently displayed files with an adjacent 
preceding or succeeding file, leaving the rest alone (as is the case in claims 21 and 29); 
or [b]: displaying a next sub-list or previous sub-list, when a display command is 
detected (as is the case in claim 32).
